WAR  MEMORIAL  APPEAL 

for  £250,000 

In  the  first  year  of  operation,  the  War  Memorial  Appeal  has 
progressed  in  the  most  encouraging  way  and  the  financial  position 
and  enthusiasm  displayed  by  all  concerned,  bodes  well  for  the 
ultimate  success  of  this  great  enterprise. 

The  Appeal  has  been  launched  in  all  the  towns  and  villages 
associated  with  the  work  of  the  Hospital — some  280  in  all.  In 
more  than  200  places  a  Public  Inaugural  Meeting  was  held,  at 
which  a  complete  explanation  of  the  Hospital’s  needs  was  given  by 
the  Organising  Secretary.  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
have  also  attended  various  of  the  meetings  and  some  of  the  social 
functions  which  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

The  total  income  of  the  Appeal  at  December  81st,  1945,  was 
£119,961. 14s.  9d.,  the  expenses  being  £8,872. 13s.  5d.  It  is  gratifying 
to  the  Executive  Committee  to  know  that  the  expenses  in  this  major 
Capital  Appeal  are  at  this  stage  as  low  as  3-22%.  Realising  that 
many  heavy  expenses  incurred  in  the  initial  publicity  and  setting 
up  of  the  Appeal  machinery  will  not  recur,  it  is  envisaged  that  the 
expenses  percentage  will  be  even  lower  with  the  passing  of  the  next 
few  months. 

Already,  many  villages  have  over-subscribed  the  Target  figure 
set  them.  At  the  end  of  1945,  no  less  than  85  towns  and  villages  were 
in  the  happy  position  of  “  Target  Cleared.” 

With  talk  of  Nationalisation  of  Hospitals,  the  Appeal  Executive 
Committee  views  the  uncertain  future  with  some  concern,  but  has 
resolved  to  see  that  everything  possible  is  done  to  implement  the 
plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Hospital  as  promised  under  the 
War  Memorial  Appeal. 

In  closing  this  brief  report,  we  pay  tribute  to  those  people  in  the 
Borough  of  Northampton  and  the  surrounding  towns  and  villages 
of  the  area,  who  have  so  loyally  and  whole-heartedly  co-operated 
in  this  great  task  of  collecting  £250,000.  We  look  forward  to  a 
continuance  of  the  help  of  all  our  workers  until  we  have  finally 
achieved  our  object.

REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


The  Management  Committee  and  Council  of  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital  Guild,  have  pleasure  in  submitting  their  Seventh  Annual  Report 
and  Accounts,  being  in  respect  of  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME  INCOME. 

The  income  of  the  Contributory  Schemes  has  been  well  maintained  during 
1945,  the  income  of  the  No.  1  Scheme  being  ^45,246  3s.  2d.,  with  the  income 
of  the  No.  2  and  Private  Ward  Schemes  being  ^1,874  17s.  Id.,  and  £892  Is.  lOd. 
respectively.  Whilst  the  total  income  of  ^48,013  2s,  Id.  is  /717  17s.  Id. 
down  on  the  previous  record  year,  the  achievement  is  outstanding.  The 
slight  reduction  in  income  is  not  due  to  any  decrease  in  membership,  but  is 
mainly  attributed  to  several  groups  not  having  sent  their  contributions  in 
time  to  be  included  with  the  1945  income. 

With  the  return  of  members  of  His  Majesty’s  Forces  to  civilian  life, 
it  is  thought  that  1946  will  show  an  increase  on  1945.  Your  Committees 
hope  that  all  delegates  will  do  whatever  possible  to  further  membership  of 
the  Contributory  Scheme  in  their  places  of  employment  and  the  towns  and 
villages  of  the  area.  Where  it  is  known  that  new  places  of  employment 
have  been  established,  it  would  be  appreciated  if  information  could  be  sent 
to  the  Secretary  to  enable  an  early  approach  to  be  made. 

Honorary  Group  Secretaries  are  reminded  that  persons  leaving  His 
Majesty’s  Forces  are  entitled  to  be  enrolled  in  the  Contributory  Scheme 
upon  being  demobilised,  with  the  privilege  of  Immediate  Benefit. 

AUXILIARY  BENEFITS. 

Considerable  use  has  been  made  during  the  year  of  the  various  Auxiliary 
Benefits.  Two  items  stand  out  for  comment,  namely  Spectacles,  where 
the  number  of  grants  is  181  less  than  the  previous  year.  In  the  case  of 
Ambulance  Transport  the  number  of  claims  has  risen  by  89,  from  616  in 
respect  of  1944  to  705  for  1945.

WAR  MEMORIAL  APPEAL. 

Direct  reference  will  be  made  through  other  channels  to  the  activity 
of  the  War  Memorial  Appeal,  but  it  is  fitting  that  some  reference  be  made 
to  this  great  enterprise.  Although  the  Appeal  was  launched  only  in 
November,  1944,  no  less  a  sum  than  ^105,000  had  been  collected  at  the  end 
of  1945.  Of  200  towns  and  villages  which  had  been  set  targets,  90  places 
had  reached  their  target  by  December,  1945. 
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GENERAL  THANKS. 

It  is  appreciated  that  the  majority  of  workers  for  the  cause  of  the 
Hospital  do  not  wish  to  be  singled  out  for  thanks.  Most  feel  that  their 
reward  lies  in  rendering  service  to  the  community.  The  members  of  the 
Management  Committee  and  Council  desire,  however,  to  assure  all  workers 
and  contributors  of  their  profound  thanks  for  another  successful  year.  The 
work  of  the  Contributory  Scheme  and  Appeal  could  not  have  been  a  success 
without  the  loyalty  and  hard  work  of  the  Secretary  and  staff  of  the  Con¬ 
tributory  Scheme,  and  grateful  thanks  are  also  accorded  to  them. 

FUTURE. 

Some  feel  that  the  end  of  Voluntary  Hospitals  is  fast  approaching,  and 
with  the  establishment  of  a  National  Health  Service,  the  cessation  of  the 
activity  of  Contributory  Schemes-  at  any  rate  upon  their  present  basis. 

No  one  at  the  moment  however,  can  say  precisely  what  the  future  holds. 
We  are  concerned  with  the  present,  and  that  demands  continuance  of  our 
wholehearted  support  in  the  Cause  for  which  most  of  us  have  so  long  worked— 
namely  to  provide  the  wherewithal  to  maintain  our  Hospital  at  the  highest 
possible  pitch  of  efficiency,  whilst  at  the  same  time  safeguarding  our  members 
against  the  needs  of  accident  and  ill-health. 

We  accordingly  ask  again  for  continued  support  from  all  our  workers 
and  contributors,  and  hope  that  the  year  1946  will  prove  to  be  the  best  ever.

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PROCEDURE  for  OUT-PATIENTS  and  for  PROSPECTIVE 
IN-PATIENTS,  other  than  ACCIDENTS  &  EMERGENCIES 

Patients,  with  the  exception  of  those  mentioned  below,  are  seen 
only  by  appointments  booked  in  advance  at  the  Appointment 
Bureau  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

All  applications  must  state  the  patient’s  name,  address,  the 
nature  of  the  complaint,  the  name  of  the  doctor  their  own  doctor 
wishes  them  to  see,  and  whether  this  is  the  first  attendance, 
and  should  be  made  either  personally,  by  letter  or  telephone 
(No.  4680)  between  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  5.30  p.m. 

Applications  for  appointments  with  the  Gynaecological  and 
Obstetric  Surgeon  must  also  state  whether  or  not  the  patient  is 
a  maternity  case. 

Out-Patients  must  bring  their  own  Bottles  for  Medicine. 

Patients  for  Physio-Therapy  treatment  should  first  be  seen  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department  and  must  book  an  appointment  in 
advance. 

Patients  who  are  required  by  their  doctors  to  have  an  X-ray 
examination  should  attend  at  10  a.m.,  on  any  day  except  Sundays. 
No  appointment  is  needed  unless  the  examination  is  one  which 
requires  special  preparation  such  as  examination  of  alimentary  and 
urinary  tracts,  gall  bladder,  etc.,  in  which  case  it  is  necessary  for  an 
appointment  to  be  booked  beforehand.  Appointments  may  be 
booked  in  writing  or  by  telephone,  but  if  patients  live  locally  it  is 
advisable  that  they,  or  friends  or  relatives  on  their  behalf,  should 
obtain  an  appointment,  instructions  and  medicine  by  a  personal 
visit  to  the  X-ray  Department.  Before  proceeding  to  the  X-ray 
Departme  nt  for  the  Examination  the  patient  must  call  at  the 
Appointments  Bureau  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  recording 
purposes. -
